In response to the Examiner's restriction requirement, Applicants hereby elects the 
invention of Group I (e.g., drawn to a method to build an auxiliary ordered tree as defined by 
claims 1-7 and 14-28), with traverse . Applicants reserve the opportunity to file a Divisional 
Application for the non-elected invention later. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the Restriction Requirement for the following 
reasons. Although Groups I and II are classified in different classes and subclasses, the 
Examiner's search with regard to both the Group I and Group II claims would be coextensive, 
such that there would be no additional searching burden placed on the PTO in the 
examination of both the Group I and II claims in the same application.
